An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
William J. Bond (Reg. No. 32,400) on 29 September 2005. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

1 (currently amended). A unitary film structure of a polymeric resin comprising a film 
base layer having generally parallel upper and lower major surfaces and having projections being 
arranged in rows with at least 50 spaced projections per centimeter in a row projecting from at 
least the upper major surface of said film base layer, wherein the projections are hook members 
which have base portions and head portions that extend in a direction transverse to the direction 
of rows of the hook members. 

4 (currently amended). A unitary hook fastener according to claim [2] \ wherein said 
polymeric material is a thermoplastic resin and the hook head has rounded corners. 

6 (currently amended). A unitary hook fastener according to claim [5] I wherein said 
polymeric mat e rial resin comprises polyethylene, polypropylene, polypropylene-polyethylene 
copolymers or blends thereof 

7 (currently amended). The unitary hook fastener according to claim [2] 1 wherein at 
least the hook head portion has a molecular orientation of less than 10 percent.

Applicant's cancellation of claims 2, 3 and 5, amendments to claims 1, 4, 6 and 7, 
authorized herein and submitted in the responses filed 20 July 2005, 17 August 2005, and 15 
September 2005, and addition of new dependant claims 10-12, present the pending claims in 
condition for allowance. 

Applicant has amended independent claim 1 to incorporated the allowable subject matter 
indicated in the prior Office action mailed 15 June 2005. All claim objections and rejections 
under 35 USC § 102 and §112, 2 nd paragraph, cited in the formal Office action have been 
withdrawn in view of applicant's cancellation of the originally filed claim. 

The drawing objection indicated in the prior Office action (mailed 6/15/2005) has been 
withdrawn since Fig. 4 support a showing of the claimed "spaced projections".
